So tuo Lord 
Rosepery’s aphorism of the Clean Slate ” 
has within. little less than a twolvemonth 
come to express a-pelicy on the part of the 
Opposition very different from the sense in 
‘which ite author intended. it should _,.bo 
employed, aud it has certainly not been’ 
conducive io the. higher estimation of the 
lenders of the party by whom it way adopted

- For eeveral months: pest excitement among 
the people here hos keen on the increase, 
Tecango of persisient rumours regarding the 
political affairs in Tibet, and there is no Qoubt 
that very important changes ure taking place 
now both on the Indian border and in Lhasa 
iteelf. It is firmly belicved here that four or 
five years sgo a secret agreement was made 
with Ruseis,, whereby Tibet was practically 
made ea protectorate of © Russia, and tho 
Tibetan mission to’ Russia is said to bao 
result of this agreement. It is also declared 
that one of tbe arguments used by Russia in 
favour of this move, was that in Russia they 
also worshipp:d the great Buddhoe, and were 
therefore of the come religion, and in proof of 
thin, thore who vieited Rarsia were shown B 
Jarge image of Baddha, and were thus convinced. 
“Another ramour is, that the Talni Lama cast 
' the King of Tibet [sie] in prison and took over 
the seals of government himsolf.: This however 
so enraged the poople that the King had to be 
liberated, but the Talei Lama kept tho seals, 
and-is now ruling with a high hend, so much so 
that the condition of the Chineso in Tibot is be- 
coming quiteunbearable, Tho King it is said 
han since dicd, and tho Talai Lama iv not looked 
ppon os guiltless.

A Blue-book was issued on the 21st alt. con- 
taining the general auanal report for tho year 


1902, with abstracts from tho returns for ; 


previous years. It is stated in s preface that the 
genoralanonal report on the British Army forms 
a consolidation of varions returns which it has 
hitherto been the custom to issuo at uacortala 
and varying poriods, Under tho system now 
adopted it will ba‘ possible to publish tho in- 
formation carlier in the year and thoso in® 
terested in the various branches of the Army 
will ba abls to obtaia all the information they 
require from one book It is oxplained that 
the pressure of war has proventsl the publica- 
tion of this return for tho years 1899, 1900, and 
1901. Units engaged’ in active sorvice could 
not supply the information required, nor, con- 
aldoring the mauner in which they were divided, 
would the information have ‘been accurate. 
There avo, therefore, certain gaps in this return, 
but these will, as regards ature yoars, be filled 
up in enbseqaent isms. a 
The roturn consists. exclusively. of statistical 
information, and the Arst table (Part, I.) shows 
the establishment and ‘strengsh of the Army, 
Army Reserve, Militia, Imporial -Yeommry, 
and Volunteers, for 1932. The ganora! total 
of the normal establishmont ig givan at 936,450; 
the actual strength, 747,719 ; leaving 188.731 to 
complete. ‘Table 2, Part IT., shows the strength 
of tho Regular Army, including all ranks in 
cach arm of the service, to have baen on Junuary 
1, 1903, according: to the Jatest returns, for the 
Honehold Cavalry, 1490; Cavalry of the line, 
29,297 ;; Imperial Yoomanry, 1,610; “Royal 
Horse and Field Artillery, 34.959; Royal | 
Garrison Actillory, 23,174; Royal Engineers, 
13,757; Foot Gawrds, 9.936; Tafautry of tho 
lina, 176,580; Colonist Corps and [adian 
Tnfantry, the latter borrowed from India for 
garrison and expeditionary pervicos, 15,503 ,
